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THE CONTEMPT CASE. 


One of the Jurors Appears, Makes Explan 
ation and is Discharged. 


George A. Gamage and A. W. Mitchell wer: 
cited to appear before the Criminal Court thi: 
morning and show cause why they should no 
be committed for contempt of court 
said contempt being evinced by their 
having made affidavit that they, when 
jurors sworn to try the cause of the 


State versus Oliver Smith, an action 
for forgery in the second degree, had spoken 
to some third person while the case was pend- 
ing und the cours was in recess, and had look. 
ed over the Circuit Attorney’s docket and geen 
a written title of u cuse in which smith's name 
appeared, and thus had received information 
toucbing and concerning the case then on trial 
prejudicial tothe defendant and contrary to 
the admonition of the Court. Mr. Mitchell 
duly appeared and made the following state- 
ment: In answer to the citation ot the tHon- 
orable Criminal Court Il affirm that the affidavit 
to which reference is made in the citation, 
and which appertains to the case of the State 
versus Oliver Smith, was made by Mr.G. A. 
Gamage and only endorsed by me. This 
endorsement was iven after a hasty 
and cursory 2 of the affidavit, and with- 
out due care as to the affidavit’s meaning and 
intent. Upon making a second reading of the 
affidavit, and this time acarefnlone, I found 
the affidavitto be very adroitly drawn, and 
containing allegations and insinuations 
mort foreign to the meaning to 
which 1 first gave ucceptance. Thus 
having carelessly misinterpreted the language 
of the affidavit, and n having dis 
covered its true intent, withdraw my en- 
dorsement ot it, and I beg to be allowed to 
state further that in my actions there was no 
violation of the Court's instructions, notuing 
heard or done to bias or prejadize my mind as 
n juror. Having appeared und answered the 
©: urt'’s citation, I now request that I be dis- 
charved.’’ 

Judge Laughlin considered Mr. Mitchell's 
CXpianvtion quite satisfactory and accoraing- 
ly ordered his discha ge. 


The Kring Case, 

The mandate ot the Supreme Court revers- 
ing and remanding the case of CharlesF, 
Kring, the murderer, was filed in the Criminal 
Court to-day.

Death Without a Struggie---Thrilling 
Scenes Around the Scaffold. 


Special to thePost- Dispatch. 

HUNTSVILLE, Mo., June 25.—To-day has 
been an event in the history of Randolph 
county. From early morn till high noon, 
from every glade and gien, a living stream of 
sweating humanity has poured into Hants- 
ville, and for the set purpose of witnessing the 
Geath of a fellow-being. 

THE CROWDS. 

Never, perhaps, in the history of this county 
has such a throng of people assembled. Every 
phase of society has been represented. The 
day has been hot, and barrels of perspiration 
have poured from the morbid multitude. 
All the forenoon the jail was thronged 
with curious spectators, each one anxious to 
feast hiseyes upon the unhappy victim. All 
night long the prisoner was nervous, and this 


morning was really ill, sick at 
heart and discouraged. The omin- 
ous rolling of heavy wagons filled 


with living humanity grated discordantly on 
the nerves of poor Brown. Each morning 
train brought long times of excursionists from 
miles away, hundreds coming from Kansas 
City, lowaand the East. 

BROWN’S INTERVIEW WITH HIS BROTHER, 

At about 9 o’clock Brown’s brother, about 
fifteen years old, was permitted to visit him, 
and the scene was peculiarly affecting. They 
both wept bitterly. Brown took from his bo- 
som an elegant pin and gave it to his young 
brother, telling him to keep it. 

Hade Brown gave his brother some whole 
some advice, which, if adhered to, will insure 
his safety from the prisoner's tate. 

FAREWELL TO HIS BOY. 

When his little boy was sent to him the poor 
man’s heart seemed to break. He wept per- 
‘haps the bitterest tears of his lite. My 
poor boy, [tremble ſor you. God only knows 
your fate.“ 

After he said this his soul was too full for ut- 
terance for some minutes, when he kissed hi; 
bright-eyed baby boy an eternal farewell. 

GOING TO TKE GALLOWS. 

The procession moved from the jail at fitteen 
minutes past 12 O' clock. Brown came 
from the fail with a firm tread 
On the way to the gallows the sides 
of the road were lined with women, nearly ail 
weeping bitterly. Brown recognized many of 
them and politely doffed his hat. 

The scaffolding was reached at ten minutes 
past 1 o’clock, andthe prisoner walked up 
the steps bravely. 

ON THE SCAFFOLD. 

Rev. Mr. Ellington, of the Methodist Church 
ofthis place, administered the ordinance of 
Ohristian bapt'sm to the prisoner at 11 o’cilock 
this morning, and accompanied him to the gal- 
lows, where he read an impressive and 
eloguent prayer. 

BROWN’S SPEECH. 

Brown then indulged in a speech of ten 
minutes. He said: ‘‘If all of you will keep still 
a minute 1 will try to talk to you in 
regard to my poor dead child-wife. To every 
man, woman and child I want to say that 1 
have nothing against you and hope you ali 
have forgiven me. May God have mercy 
to-day on me and all of you. 
I stand to-day on the gallows to pay t pen 
alty of my crime. To the young, many of 
whom I recognize, I want to say I saw them 
riding out here to-day drunk. 1 have done the 
same thing myself, and you see where I am.“ 
Brown then went on with quite a 
talk, but of no particular interest. He asked to 
be buried with his wife, ana he d in his, hand 
a beautiful bouquet and asked if there was a 
lady who would see that it was put on his 
wife’s dear little hands. ‘‘I want,’’ he said, 
to see who will do it. Many hands were rais- 
ed by the women and the ry“ here!!“ here!“ 
came from every quarter. 

A LAST REQUEST. 
Brown asked all the relatives of his wife 
who were present to raise their hands in token 
ot forgiveness. One of the dead woman’s sis- 
ters was present and raised her hand. Brown 
said, Thank God there is one.“ 
Brown sat down, but soon 
stood upon the trap. The black cab was put 
on,the rope adjusted,the trap was sprung 
and poor Brown’s sou! was launched on the sea 
of eternity at 1:28 p. m. His neck was broken, 
and he died in about ten minates without a 
struggle. 

BROWN’S CAREER. 
James H. Brown, from his youth, has been 
considered a very hard case. He seems to have 
inherited a most unhappy disposition. From 
the time that he was old enough to attend 
school, he gave evidence of an overbearing, 


two or three other men, and was often en- 
gaged in difficulties, frequently with good 
friends, who he fancied had done him some 
* 


rong. He came to an untimely end at the 
hands of his Aggy Sete Tucker Hayden, 


some years - Young Hayden shot him 
while he wae abusing his wife, who was Hay- 
den’s sister. Witn a father’s bloody record 


beiore him, young Brown seems to have deter- 
mined to einulate it, and even to excel him in 
cruelty. 

Hayden Brown was only twenty-three years 
of age, of fine physical development, and alto- 
gether a very comely person. About five years 

he married Miss Susan Parish, daughter 

of Dr. Parish, an excellent citizen of Randolph 

county. The parents of Miss Parish were bis- 
t 


terly opposed to heir unfon, know- 
ing Brown’s ~*reckless ch ter, but 
they ran away, and were married 


before steps could be taken to prevent it. 

The marriage reems to have pa very un- 
happy one, as Brown soon a regular 
course of conduct calculated to make his wite’s 
life very bitter. His cruelty oulminated ina 
shorttime in open acts of vioience against 
the person of his wife. Her house became a 
hell. Shewas lnshed with Brown’s vicious 
tongue, ana no kiudness on her part could ap- 
pease his spontaneous wrath. 

What should she de? Tortured beyond en- 
durance, she soughtin ber tather’s home a re- 
treat from tbe violence which for months it 
had been ber lot to witness and feel, 

Her father and mother, ever ready to do a 
noule pert, advised with her, and after due 
consideration told her to return home and live 
with Brown if possible. She did so; but tue 
slumbennglion had been aroused, and Brown 
very quickly hea xd upon ber the vilest ana 
themas bora of bis evil heart. Not able to en- 
due such treatment longer, the poor young 
wife with a heavy heart returned to her fatb- 
er's hc use. Dr. Parish, fearing for her satety, 
sent her to the house of her brother in Howard 
county. This seems to have called into life all 
the re pressed evil of Brown’s nature. H+ 
swore and raved like «A lunatic, 
declaring thatthe lite of his wife’s purente 
was to be eacrificed at his bloody shride for 
dai ing to give aid and comfort to their daugh- 
ter. Dr. Parish is a brave man, but he must 
have trembled, on the 23d ot July, 1877, when 
he saw Hade Brown advancing upon him with 
a heavy sbot-gunin his hands. The doctor 
and one of bis daughters were in a wagonin a 
lane near Cairo, this county. As Brown came 
up he said, I've got you now, vou damned 
old son of a b——,’’ and raised his gun to 
shoot. Atthisjuncture Miss Parish got be- 
tween her father and Brown. The doctor 
pushed her away, fearing that Brown would 
shoot her, and, in the excitement, she fell 
from the wagon. Brown then raised his gun 
and fired, the charge of shot taking effect in 
the doctor’s face and breast. After shooting 
the doctor Brown rode away to his home, per- 
haps a mile off, reloaded his gun and came 
back. 

BROWN'S CRIME. 

Mis. Parish was coming up the laue in a 
wagon, with one of her daughters, to the place 
where the doctor had been shot. 

Brown saw her, and remarked, ‘‘ Yonder 
comes the 06—d old b——. I will give hera 
couple ot loads He went up to the wagon 
and told them to stop. Mrs. Parish said to 
her daughter, O, goon; he don’t want us to 
stop. Les, I do. said brown. ‘‘*Get out 
of that wagon,’’ he cootinued, and as Mrs. 
Parish got off the wagon and went towards the 
team’s heads, Brown shot her. Mrs. Parisb 
threw up ber hands and came toward tbe 
wagon and rested herhead agatnst one of the 


wheels. Her daughter usked herif she was 
shit. ‘*‘Yes,’’ she remarked, ‘‘I am shot 
here,’’ and indicated the location of the 


wound by pointing her finger to her neck. 
Brown said, ‘‘lama dying sinner, I am going 
10 hell and want to carry some compdavy with 
me. He then fired again, killing Mrs. Parish 
almostinstantiy, thus closing a scene the most 
horrible ever witnessed in Randolph county. 

When the enormity of the crime of which he 
was guilty dawned upon Brown’s mind he 
fled to parts unknown. He evaded the officers 
ot the law for ayear, but was finally appre- 
hended, and arrested in Minnesota, brought 
back to Missouri, and !odged in jail. 

THE TRIAL. 

His first trial wasin February, 1879. Brown’s 
frienos had procured for him the ablest coun- 
sel that could be tound in North Missouri. The 
defense was bused on the grounds of insanity. 
The trial attracted great numbers to Moberly, 
Mo., and the Court-house was fified with all 


him marked attention. Hi 
stone uoturned, yet for all 
six to six. The case was 
cember of the same year./During tue progress 
ot the trial one of the jurors became ili and the 
trial was stopped. 

The case was then set tor January 26, 1880. 
On that day the court-room at Moberly was 
full. Ihe prisoner seemed to be totally uncon- 
ceined. His wife and little boy were near him. 
Brown’s mother, a most excellent lady, and 
very handsome, was there. The great strain 
upon her system was plainly seen in her pale 
and nervous condition. The evidence was in 
rcecordance with the facts enumerated above. 
Brown’s lawyers worked faithfully, but the 
jury could not be convinced that Brown was 
insane. They saw too much method in his 
wd ae actions to think that he was of unsound 
mind. 

ATTEMPT AT POISON. 

During the progress of the trial Brown pro- 
cured a lot of arsenic from some source and 
took a heavy dose. The effects were manifest 
in violent convulrions, lasting at intervals for 
several days. Whether he took the poison 
to end his life, or to help 
tte plea of insanity, is not known; 
and how he procured the arsenic is also 
amystery. When the evidence had all been 
herrd and the lawyers had delivered them- 
eelves of their heavy charges ot oratory, the 
case was given to the jury, who,in a few 
minutes, rendered the verdict, ‘‘Guilty ot mur 
der in the first degree.’’ When Brown heard 
the injunction tothe Sheriff to ‘‘take Brown 
and hang him by the neck until he be dead” ne 
coolly remarked: He will never do it. The 
bold, defiant disposition of Brown has sus 
tained him well. Never has his cheek blanch- 
ed, nor has he shown the least trepidation; but, 
like an ancient stoic, he seemed to be totally 
indifferent to his fate. 


BROWN AT LARGE. 


Shortly after Brown had been captured and 
returned to Huntsville, and confined in jail, 
he wasinterviewed and related the foliowing 
readable story: 

„After leaving the scene ofthe shooting I 
rode up the lane as far as Ike Brown’s and on 
to Bill Baker’s, where I remained in the brush 
all night and next day. At ye I started for 
Macon City. Onmy way there i was overtaken 
by seven men. Asthev drew near mel told 
them to stop. I was determined tnat I would 
not be arrested. Whenltold them to come 
no nearer they withdrew. I got my breakfast 
in Macon City and had my horse shod. I went 
as far as Kirksvillethe next day and I staid 
there over night. Istopped at a hotel. 


From Kirksville I rode along the railroad to 
Ottumwa, Iowa. From that piace I went into 
the interior of the State and stopped some 
time near the Minnesota line, where I iet my- 
self and my horse have a rest. I had plenty ot 
money all the time. I made it curing, training 
and breaking horses. Only worked five days 
during the whole of my travels. Worked 
three days tor an Irishman named Bowen and 
twoforone by the name ot Palmer. They 
were both citizens of Minnesota. I traveled in 
good style. I stopped at the best hotels and 
had everythingI wanted. Ich trom ten 
to twenty-five dollars for curing a horse. 
The people me ‘The Horse 
Doctor.’ Was arrested at Iowa City 
on suspicion of a horse-thief, but 
they had to let me go. ent to Rochester, 


Iota, Dodd Centre, Stockton and Winona, 
Minnesota. I crossed the Mississippi River 
into Wisconsin. Passed through burg 


Black River Falls, and Greenwood.. Sto 

a while at what is known as Hundred-and-One, 
a bunting camp in the pinery 100 miles from 
Neilsville. Went to La Crosse, where I staid 
two weeks, and returned to Winona. I made 
all these trips in company with a friend with 
whom I got acquainted in Iowa. At Winona 
we took the cars for Deadwood Oity, where we 
staid from February 18th till March 23d. I met

‘me with their pistols drawn, while the 
Sheriff and Juckeon werein frontofme. I got 
up from my chair and asI did so Jackson step- 
pedback and said, Look out, Sneriff, he wiil

The devotion of Brown’s wite to an inhuman 
husband has been a subject of general com 
ment. From the time that Brown was confined 
in jeil up to the hour of her death, Sue Brown 
bas been untiring in ber offices of love toward 
Ler husband. His hands were stained by the 

of her mother, and in giving comfort 
and sympathy to him she incurred tue hearty 
displeasure ot her nearest friends, yet witn 
ti ue fidelity she braved all and was true to the 
last. The sad and tearful story ot ner aeath 
is still fresh in the minds of the readers of this 
paper. No more beuutitul example of undying 
love has ever been exbibited on this continent. 
Feeling and knowing that she could 
not live with her husband she 
resolved that she would die with him at least, 
und by a preconcerted a rangement tuev were 
both to die at 7 o’clock Monday evening, June 
21, and how we))] she perforwed her part of the 
bloody tragedy is shown in the fact that at the 
»eppointed time she retired to her room, and 
witbasual!l pistol sent a messengr ot death 
ciashing through her brains. The husband 
who hed been supplied with the means of 
death by his faithful wife, in the form of mor- 
phine, wes too cowurdly to put into execution 
the plan of death; but in the face of officers, 
when he knew that success was impossibie, he 
put the poisonin his mouth, and had it ex- 
pelled Dy the tight grasp of an officer’s hands 
— his unwortny throat, in the Kansas City 
ail.

SOUTHERN STATESMEN. 


of the Noted Characters in the 
Cincinnati Convention. 
[From the Cincinnat! Commercial. | 


It was interesting yesterday, in a historic 
point of view, to glance at the personnel of the 
southern leaders. A better defined hope of 
victory than seemed to pervade the sam? 
throng at St. Louis four years ago has gather- 
ed together about all the representative blood 
and brains of the South. In point of intellectu- 
al ability the scene presented yesterday was 
more brilliant than has been witnessed for 
many years at Democratic conventions. Near- 
ly all theleading spirits who have been allied 
with the political history and destinies of the 
South for the past quarter of a century were 
adhere. It is true, also, that it was 
the conservative elementof that section which 
predominated, the intensely unreconstructed 
not being sent tothe national deliberation. 

Two members of the late Coufederate Cabinet 
were there: Judge Reagan, of Texas, a large, 
rawny, resolute character, who had charge 
of the Post-oflice nr under Davis, 
looking worn out with his Congressional la- 
bors over the river and harbor bill, confiled 
to the Commerce Committee, of which he is 
chairman inthe House; Beverly Tucker, of 
Virginia, the ex-Attorney-General of Davis, a 
man of immense physique and patriarchal 
side-whiskers, whitened with nearly seventy 
“winters. 

Generals were in abundance, representa- 
tives of the lost cuuse as well as the one that 
<onquered. That tall man of Roman bearing 
on the platform is Gordon, of Georgia, lion- 
hearted in war and almost chicken- hearted in 
peace. Near him were the two others who, 
as Senators from the Soutb, have done more 
than any, perbaps, from the long service 
they have enjoyed at Washington, to bring 
about a better feeling between the sections— 
Gen. Ransom, of North Carolina, and Sena- 
tor Lamar, of Mississippi, both of imposing 
and conspicuous appearance. Ransom has 
the true military bearing, gracious manners, 
keen but kind dar eyes, and per- 
fect frankness in all he does and says. He 
was the bald-headed, iron-gray-whiskered 
gentleman who conversed with Senator Jouas, 
of Louisiana, the youngest member of the 
United States Senate, immediately in che rear 
of the chairman’s desk. Mr. Lamar, a com- 
bination of statesman, soldier and scholar, 
gat at Ransom's right. Between these two 
old boys avd Gordon it is always Matt,“ and 
**Loosh’’ and John.“ Lamar, still showing 
the effects of his recent illness, carried about 
him much the same abstracted, Hamlet air 
which is noticeable in bis habits of life. On 
Lamar 's left sat Colonel Manning, of Missis- 
sippi, now a member of the House, and Gen- 
eral Hooker, with one empty sleeve, a herit- 
age of the war. Both are distiaguished for 
their ready eloquence in debate. 

There was a tall, spare, swarthy-lookinz 
man, of deep black eyes, sunken and resolute, 
and witb firm set countenance—Casey Young, 
the Congressman from the Memphis district, 
who stated like a hero and fought the scourge 
when he had few of his friends beyond Keat 

ing, of the Memphis Appeal, left to make him 
think it was not a ‘*banquet hall deserted.’ 
And Keating, the most distinguished lookin 
press man in the South, was near by watchin ; 
events witb his keen vision. 

Back ef Lamar, with an air of intense in- 
terest in the proceedings, sat Hon. J. Ran- 
doiph Tucker, or Virginia, a prominent mem 
ber of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, and perbaps, withthe single excep- 
tion of the venerable Judge Campbell, of New 
Orleaus, a member of the Supreme Bench be- 
fore the war, the ablest and profoundest ex- 
pounder of ocnstitutional law in the South. 

Mr. Tucker is a grandson of one of the sign- 
ers of the Declaration, a hearty, genial gen- 
tleman, ofthe old school. He has aged some- 
what through sickness inthe past few years, 

but if the trouble with his eyes can be over- 
come, he may be set down as good for much 
useful public service. 

To his right sat Mr. Stoddard Johnson, of 
Kentucky, fair, fat and forty, who shares 
with Watterson the leadership of Kentucky 
journalism. , 

Near these gentlemen sat oneofthe prom- 
anent leaders of the Confederacy, Isham G. 
Harris, of Tennessee. He was twice elected 
Governor of the State during the days of se- 
cession, and is now a member, and one of its 
most prudent and cautious ones, of the Sen- 
ate. Mr. Harris is a worn-looking, gray- 
eyed, gray-mustached gentleman of about 
sixty, bearing the marks ofthe physical suf- 
fering he has gone through in the past two 
years. 

Kentucky, too, was on hand in force. That 
big leviathan-looking man, with black whisk- 
ere, tinctured with gray, with an air of Scotch 
combativeness about bim, who sat to the right 
rear of the chairman, was Senator James 
Beck. He lives well, works hard. loves 
horse-flesh more even than Ransom, has 
strongly marked traits of character, and can 
make more noise when he hauls up asmail 
fish than a French mob _ howling for 
bread in front of the Tuileries. He is 
about the only man on the Democratic side in 
the Senate Who has voice and muscle enough 
to tell Mr. Blaine to sit down,’’ when that 
Piumed Knight insists on inserting a speech 
into the Kentuckian’s time. Near him was 
Joe Blackburn, with his patent, extensive 
side whiskers, ably prepared (not the whisk- 
ers) at any time, before or after sunrise, to 
convince the world that lockjaw never got 
much of a bold in Kentucky. Watterson was 
fiying around on the floor keeping the boys 
together and trying to hold the venerable Gen. 
Preston from an anti-Tilden bolt. 

South Carolina, however, had not been back - 
waidin sending ber brains and character to 
the body politic. Near each other sat the two 
men who are now more looked upon at the

of rnor Wade Hampton is already famil- 
iar enough to habitues of Democratic conven- 
tions. e is evidently much broken, and has 
aged ten years since he lost a leg by risking 
his horsemanship against the science of a 
mule.

The Cure That it is Claimed to Have

Michael Doyle and his wife and their four 
small children occupy apartments in the first 
storyofthe third tenement.in the rowof 
three-story brick houses in North 8:xth street, 
near Third street, Williamsburg. Their only 
son, the second oldest child, four years of 


age, is looked upon by the  neigh- 
bors as a child greatly favored, for 
upon him, they say, the power 


ascribed on account of the visitation of the 
Blessed Virgin Mother, St. Joseph aud S¢. 
John tothe mortar and clay of the chapel at 
Knock, County Mayo, Hreland, has worked a 
miraculous cure. The cure effected in the 
case of this child was mentioned at the gath- 
ering of the professors and doctors inthe 
Long Island College Hospital on Friday last 
after the examination of the girl Delia Gal- 
lagher, an account of whose recovery of the 
power of speech has been given in 
the Sun. One of the professors, 
in explaining how in the case 
of Miss Gallagher the paralysis of the vocal 
chords passed away, gave it as his opinion 
that she so concentrated the powers of her 
brain when the possibility of a cure present- 
ed itself through the medium of a supposed 
miraculous power thatit overcame the ina- 
bility which existed in the vocal organs. He 
added, If, however, I should see a cure, 
such as it is said has been effected in the case 
of this boy, I know that the brain in that case 
would not perform the cure, and never can in 
cases where it is necessary to build up and 
create.

The alleged cure in the case of the boy was 
the nealing of a large sore at the ankle and 
heel of the right foot.

Tuesday morning I poured some of the water 
into my hand and rubbed it over the sore. I 
was then, as lalways had been, praying and 
offering up ngpvenas. I continued bath- 
ing the sore with the water 
every morning until Saturday morning. 
That morning when I took Michael up in my 
arms to bathe his ankle, I could tind no sore. 
Where it had been there was only a slight 
scar, such as you see now on the ankle. I 
cried with joy and gave adoration to God, who 
had looked with compassion on my poor 
child, and thanks to His Biessed Mother, 
through whom such great power was given to 
alittle piece of mortgr. On! blessed be her 
name!“ the poor woman ejaculated, bursting 
into tears. 

The child’s father says that he was troubled 
with sore and inflamed eyes, and that by bath- 
ing his eyes with the mortar-impreguated 
water he was cured.

not escape. Again, the broad tributary to 
the Housatonic, which flows sluggishly 
through the town, is amply sufficient to car- 
ry away allthe pestilential-breedirng matter 
furnished by such a sparse community as the 
one afflicted. Whatever was the cause, a 
thousand people in North Adams were down 
with cholera-morbus within forty-elght 
hours.

It is considered probable at St. Petersburg 
that the death of the lamented Czarina will, 
ere long, be followed by the abdication of the 
Czar and bis retirement into private life. 
Uponthe weary sboulders of this disappointed 
avd perplexed potentate the burden of re- 
spontibility attached to his exalted position 
has for many months past exercised an all but 
intolerable pressure. Shortly after the at- 
tempt made upon his life by Solovieff, the 
Czar’s earnest wish to resign his scepter to 
the haads of bis natural successor was suc- 
cessfully combated by his near relatives. 
The terror and anxiety he has experi- 
enced since he reluctantly cogsented to forego 
that wish are, however, understood to have 
produced so depressing an effect upon his 
health and spirits that, under the aaditional 
excuse of bis recent bereavement, he is about 
to recur to his temporarily frustrated resolve. 
His grief for the lost companion of his life 
and mother of his children would be accepted 
by his people as a better reason than dread of 
assassination to incapacitate him from atten- 
tion to State affairs. In his retreat at Livadia 
he enjoys some peace and safety, though the 
most elaborate precautions for his safety are 
taken even there, and it appears extremely 
improbably that he will again forsake that 
bleasant abode to return to a capital in which, 
for two years past, he has been subjected to 
countless annoyances and humiliations. Such 
are the whispered anticipations of society in 
the Russian capital.

KILLED BY HIS MOTHER. 


How an Austrian who had Madea For- 
tune was Welcemed Home. 
[From a Vienna Letter. | 


The Neue Freie Presse of Vienna relates 
the story of acrime which occurred a few 
days ago in a village near the Austrian capi- 
tal. Some fifteen years ago a young Austrian 
left home to seek his fortune in America. He 
leftalarge family of younger brothers and 
sisters to be reared by his mother, an ener- 
getic woman who kept a small country hotel. 
The young man arrived in America almost 
penniless. He went West, and after fifteen 
years of work in the mines was worth $80,000. 
As he did not know how to read and write, he 


did not correspond with his family, 
and the latter believed bim dead. 
About two months ago he deter- 


mined to return to his country and share “his 
wealth with bis family. He came to New 
York and converted his gold into drafts upon 
the chief banking houses of Vienna. Some six 
weeks since he sailed from this city, enjoying 
in anticipation the surprise his arrival wou! 
cause his folk at home. He reached Vienna 
without accident, had his drafts cashed, and 
left at once for his native village. As was 
natural, after an absence of fifteen years, 
which he had spent in the mines of California, 
no one recognized him. He finally made 
himeelf known, and spread before his two 
brotbers the handsome roll of bills of which 
he was the owner, and which he announced 
be would share with them and their mother. 
The latter had now removed to a village about 
a hundred miles away, where she kept an inn. 
After a couple of days of revel with his broth- 
ers the traveler resolved to visit his mother 
incognito. It was arranged that he should 
not reveal his identity until his brothers 
should — him. 

The Austro-American made his appearance 
at bis motber’s hotel. When he saw the old 
woman he could scarcely forbear discoverin 
bimself to ber.

They found bim dead, and yells of despair 
filled the house. The mother, like all the 
other persons in the house, went up stairs, 
feigniaog to be utterly ignorant of the cause of 
the disturbance.

The Money Spenders.

A Savannah paper deplores the absenteeism 
of Southerners, who, as soon as they have any 
money tospend, come North. The writer 
says that prior to the war from sixtyto seven- 
ty millions were spent out of the South inde- 
pendently of the money expended in purchas- 
lug goods in the North, and contends that, as 
in the case of Ireland, it is this which has 
tendedso much to keep the South poor. 
Prior to the war there was considerable anal- 
ogy between the case of Ireland and that of 
the South, andthe same causes led to the 
same result—a few very wealthy people who 
found it more agreeable to spend their money 
at home than abroad. But this is nowchang- 
ed. The wealthy are weaithy no longer, yet 
those who have anything to spare at all are 
for the most part found away from home dur- 
ing three orfour months of each year. As- 
suming that the large estates in Ireland are 
broken up, it is very dountful whether, in the 
sequel, such good results, inthe shape of 
people spending their money at home, will 
follow as many may imagine. It is not mere- 
ly the great landlord who goes away a-pleas- 
uring. The Irish squirearchy anu profes- 
sional classes are greatly addicted to doing 
precisely the same thing, or their watering- 
laces would be very different from the dead- 
y-lively placesthey are. In England itis 
not the aristocracy or the great landed interest 
who give prosperity to St. Leonards, Tun- 
bridge Wells, etc., but the barristers, mer- 
chants, clergymen, etc., who have no country 
houses. In Ireland the same class of people 
go to England or to the Continent. In these 
duys of rapid transit people who have money 
to spend will go where they find the spending 
most agreeable, and whether on an Irish es- 
tate or a Georgia plantation, a sheer sense of 

patriotism will keep very few at home.

PHINEAS FOGG OUTDONE. 


Around the World in Quicker Time 
Than Jules Verne’s Hero. 
IFrom the New York Worlu.! 
N the head of the firm of Ismay, 
Imrie & Co., of Liverpool, England, the 
agents of the White Star 
ers, arrived in this city on Saturday last from 
San Francisco, and is stepping atthe Wind- 
sor Hotel. He was in time to have taken 
passage in the White Star steamship Ger- 
manic last Saturday had he so chosen, and,al- 
lowing nine days for her passage, he could 
havejanded in Live 1 after seventy-five 
dsys“ absence, having in the meantime travel- 
ed completely around the world, thus beating 
by nearly flve days Mr. Phineas Fogg, 
who made the journey inside of 
eighty days, according to the vera- 
cious Jules Verne. Mr. Ismay, accompanied 
by his wife and sons, and by Mr.and Mrs. 
Barrow, of Liverpool, left that port on March 
13th in the steamship Oceanic, well-known 
here as the pioneer ship of the White Starfline 
between this port and Liverpool, but which 
bas for some time past been chartered by the 
Occidenta] and Oriental Steamship Company 
to run between San Francisco, Yokohama and 
Hong — She had been sent home to re- 
ceive new boilers, and, having hada thorough 
overbauling, was on her return to take her 
place in the Pacific line when Mr. Ismay's 
party embarked. Besides Mr. Barrow and 
his wife, there were about twenty friends of 
Mr. Ismay, who by invitation accompanied 
him on the Oceanic as far as Suez. Tae 
Oceanic arrived at that port on March 28th. 
when ali of the party, except Mr. and Mes. 
Ismay and Mr. and Mrs. Barrow, returned to 


England through Egypt and the 
south of Europe. Among them 
were Admiral Gough, C. B.; T. 


Hornby, chairman of the Liverpool Dock 
Board; John Williamson, a director of the 
Cunard Company: Mr. Nelson, director of 
the Pacific Steam Navigation Company; R. N. 
Dale, ofthe British and Foreign Insurance 
Company; C. H. Ruskell, Mr. and Mrs. Jar - 
dine, and Mr. and Mrs. Jackson, of the Mauor 
House, Birkenhead. The Oceanic passed 
through the Suez canal, leaving Point de Gaile 
on the 7th of April, arriving at Penang on the 
12th of April, at Singpapore on the 15th and 
at Hong Kong on the 27th, making the pas- 
sage under steam to that port in thirty-six 
and a half days, wbich is the fastest on record. 
Here Mr. Ismay and his remaining party left 
the Oceanic and took passage in a steamer of 
the French line to Shanghai, and on the Ist 
of May left that port in u Japanese steamer 
through the famed inland sea of Japan to 
Nugasaki and to Robe and from there by an- 
other Japanese steamer to Yokohama, where 


they . rejoined the Oceanic, sailing 
in her on the 23d of May 
for San Francisco. They arrived at 


San Francisco on June 6. The passage across 
the Pacific wus notable from the fact that 
from the time of leaving Yokohama until the 
arrival at San Francisco they never saw a ves- 


sel, showing that on this route there is at 


present no danger of collisions. From San 
Francisco Mr. Ismay and his friends came by 
rail to this city. The distance traveled from 
Liverpool is 22,320 miles, and the time occu- 
pied has been sixty-six days, exclusive of 
stoppages at the various points visited. The 
weather for the whole trip has been fine, cool 
for the season in the Red Sea and exception- 
ally cold on tne Pacific Ocean, the track of the 
steamer reaching the forty-eighth parallel of 
latitude. ‘Ihe Oveanic carried to San Fran- 
cisco over 1,500 tons of tea, including among 
it the first of the season’s crop from China. 
Mr. Ismay crossed the continentin 1875, and 
he expresses himself struck with the great in- 
creaase of land brought under cultivation on 
the route since that time. He expects to stay 
in this country about a fortuight. 


PHYLLOXERA. 


How the Vineyards France are De- 
strayed. 
[From the New York Times, | 


The latest intelligence from France is that 
all attempts to stay the phylloxera have prov- 
ed unavailing; that the pest is rapidly spread- 
ing and destroying the largest and finest vine- 
yards in the land. The baleful insect can not, 
it seems, be extirpated. Science has thus far 
totally failed to discover any remedy, and yet 
some of the ablest savants, 
them, have been earnestly (studying the sub- 
ject for years. Unless something can soon be 
devised to arrest the progress of this evil, wine- 
making in France, which has long excelled all 
other countries in this particular industry, 
will necessarily come to an end. Itis very 
doubtful, too, if any other region can suppiv 
the place of France, which in ordinary times 
devotes 200,000,000 acres to grape culture. 
The average annual yield of its vineyards has 
been estimated at 50,000,000 hectolitres, equiv- 
alent to 1.000, 000, 000 gallons of wine. The 
Phylloxera vastatriz,as it is technicallyjcalled, 
appeared in the southeast of France in 1865, 
andin eight years had established in twelve 
departments. The name phylloxera is 
derived from two Greek words, signifying 
dry leaf. It is a genus of insects of the 
order Hemiptera the type of a family allied 
to the Aphis and Coccus tribes. It attaches 
itself to various plants, on whose juice it 
feeds, and thus destroys them. Great num- 
bers of these insects appear on the roots of the 
vine, and puncture it so frequently and inces- 
santly that they speedily killjit. It has also 
been found on the ieaves of the vine. When 
full-grown, itis only about a thirty-third of 
an inch long; it has a slender, extended pro- 
boscis, Which lies in a groove on its under 
side; it is yellow in summer, but becomes 
brown at the close of autumn. It seems not 
unlikely that we may in a few years be 
wholly deprived of Bordeaux, Burgundy 
and Champagne, aswe have already been of 
Madeira, which is never seen on good tables 
in these days, though a counterfeit article 
may still be bought. Up to 1852, theisland 
used to export on an average 460,000 gallons 
annually. Inthat year the vines began to 
tuner from the vine disease, or vine mildew, 
scientifically known asthe Oidium Tuckeri, 
regarded by many as generating the disease, 
though it may be a mere accompaniment and 
spreader of the disease. It makes its first 
appearance as webby, creeping, branching 


filaments, which send out upright 
jointed stems. The  bead-like joints of 
these. stems, which become successively 


filled With spores, are finally discharged in 
small clouds for the multiplication of the 
species. The oidium steadily increased until 
the production ef wine had been stopped and 
the vines themselves almost entirely destroy- 
ed. In 1853 the vines of the Canary Islands, 
which formerly exported some 6,000,000 gal- 
lons of Canary wine, very much resembiing 
Ma deira, were also virulently attacked by the 
oidium and effectually ruined. As the vines 
inthe région that yield sherry are said to be 
suffering likewise from disease and insects, 
everything threatens a wine famine. Inour 
own country, especially in California, the 
dreaded phylloxera has begun its ravages, and 
the same apprehensions are felt here that are 
felt in France.

The opening of the new hotel in Trafalgar 
Square marks one stage in what is called 
Americanization in London.

Pcculiar Mexican Hamlets. 
From the Denver Tribune. | 


In riding along i? mm phim fy and byways 
of New Mexico, ond frequently comes upon 
small gatherings of dwellings in the 
queerest, most unexpected places. They seem 
to have been dropped down from somewhere 
above, witha happy-go-lucky, disregard for 
the fitness of the quarter where they should 
touch ground. You may see a Village slidin 
and straggling down the side of a sand-hil/, 
with not as much as a blade of grass to ward 
off the fierce rays of the sun in summer, or 
the chilly blasts of inter wind, while it is 
more than likely that within 
five minutes’ walk there is à locality 
admirably suited by nature for a town site, 
The first comer appearsto have raised his 
roof-tree wherever he 2 to find a clear 
space, and his followers have ranged up by 
his side because he was there before them, 
and for no other reason. Yet in some cases 
the dissgreeable locations of the villages have 
been to a certain extent matters of necessity, 
In making a settlement in New Mexico the 
first consideration is nearness to water, by 
which land can be irrigated, and whence live 
stock may be supplied. Where the quantity 
of land that can be brought under 
water is small,the dwellings are set back in 
any conveniently proximate position. The 
first settlers having made their arrangements 
with some such intention, later comers have 
crowded their homes as near as possible, wie 
the idea of mutual protec'ion in case of 
danger from Indian assaults, and thus the 
*“plazita” has grown. Sometimes the land 
cultivated by the men ofthe villages extends 
for a considerable distance from the center of 
habitation, but more often there is no more 
soil under tillage than a mere patch for each 
family. 

Between such hamlets as those described 
and the larger Mexican towns there is not, as 


Of those which I have seen there are but two 
or three having pretentions to beauty. Put 
by the side of un artistic town in New Eng- 
land or the Middle States, the most favored 
New Mexican plaza might not—would not— 
appear to advantage, but the eye is easily 
pleased where it bus been long wearied by un- 
cheerful monotone such as broods over the 
greater part of the Territory.

Mr. Bancroft’s workshop is upon the sec- 
ond floor, in alarge square room facing the 
street.

Not 
an inch of space that is not filled. And he has 
four rooms like this.

It was in this year he began to gather materi- 
als and to lay out the work that will make his 
name great while the world lasts.

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CINCINNATI REVIEWED. 

Hancock was nominated because a better 
argument was made for him on the spot 
than for any other candidate. Two min- 
utes before his name was presented to the 
convention hardly anybody looked upon his 
candidacy as more than a remote possibili- 
ty. The very moment Dan Dougherty 
made his most effective speech Hancock 
became a probability. It was the work of 
talent. The change was as sudden and 
electrie as if made by lightning. From 
that moment Hancock was on 
everybody’s lips. Though he received 
but 171 votes on the following ballot, and 
the convention adjourned, the transforma- 
tion was complete, and the next morning’s 
result became inevitable. It was the best 
argument made at the last moment, pre- 
cisely as the Post-DIsPpaTcH repeatedly 
predicted months ago, that carried off the 
prize. 


Dan Dougherty’s speech was a model. 
It was eloquent, argumentative, pointed 
and—its rarest virtue—most brief. It was 
splendidly delivered, and Gen. Hancock’s 
unexpected boom was largely due to it and 
the ‘adroit manner in which his name was 
seconded by such effective speakers as 
Daniels of Virginia, and Hubbard of Texas. 
Bayard’s name was brought hefore the 
convention only witb tolerable ability, but 
the fact that both indispénsable States— 
Indiana and New York—were opposed to 
him, became a conclusive argument against 
him. 


Hendricks’ name was splendidly pre- 
sented by Voorhees, but against the strong 
feeling that Hendricks could not carry New 
York no eloquence could prevail. Thur- 
man was impossible by the betrayal of the 
Ohio delegation,who wanted Payne. Payne 
himself became impossible because he was 
nothing in himself—only Mr. Tilden’s heir, 
and the convention was willing to compli- 
ment „Mr. Tilden but not to give him the 
Presidency in somebody else’s name. Ran- 
dall was made impossible by the 
same idea. He was handicapped by being 
Mr. Tilden’s legatee No. 2. Morrison's 
name was so miserably presented and mis- 
managed that it was practically not pre- 
sented at all. Field's boom fell flat by the 
suspicion that it was inspired by a bar'l. 


There is one question, and one question 
only, about the result. Hancock and Eng- 
lish will receive the 138 votes 
of the South, the fifteen votes 
of Indiana, and the nine votes 
of New Jersey as sure as there will be 
an election. This leaves only 23 
votes necessary for the 185 that elect. 
New York has 35. The only question, 
therefore, is about New York. If Han- 
cock earries it he is President. Both the 
Tammany and the anti-Tammany factions 
now heartily agree. They all assert that 
Hancock will carry New York. Thereis no 
good reason to doubt theirstatement. New 
York is naturally a Democratic State. 


There is, however, one element of dan- 
ger about New York which must not be ig- 
nored. The Conkling-Arthur machine may 
call the Legislature together, repeal the 
law under which the electors are elected by 
the people and themselves appoint them, 
as they can do under the law and Constitu- 
tion. Of course it would be a revolution— 
would be stealing the thirty-five electoral 
votes of New York—would abolish the 
election of a President by the people 
in the pivotal State. But has the 
Republican party shrunk from stealing 
electoral votes before—from stealing the 
Presidency itself? It is well enough to 
bear this possibility of danger in New York 
in mind, though there are three or four 
reasons why the Republicans may not at- 
tempt or succeed in such an outrage. 

First—The fear of public opinion and its 
effect, and a reaction upon other close and 
doubtful States in the North. 

Second—The strong opposition to 
the Cornell-Arthur-Conkiing machine 
inside the Republican party of New York. 

Third—Fear of the Democratic Congress, 


which bas the absolute power to count or 


: reject the electoral votes, and which, in 
such a case, would be justified by the 
country to avail itself of any right to thwart 
the Republican revolutionists. e 


The strength of the ticket is both positive 
and negative. First a great deal can be said 
in favor of the purity, the patriotism, the 
ability and the high character of the can- 
didates by the Democrats. Next, nothing, 
or hardly anything, can be said against 
them by the Republicans. Democratic 
mistakes on the questions of war and 
finance have alone prevented an over- 
whelming Republican defeat in recent elec- 
tions. But while Hancock has no record 
to defend, nothing to explain, nothing 
thatcould be assailed, and is a great his- 
torical figure among the heroes and pre- 
servers of the Union, English’s record is 
sound on the war, sound on the money 
question and sound on every issue of the 
day. 

To identify Democracy with Confederacy 
and soft money is the great Republicanef- 
fort and hope. It is the only thing out 
of which it could make campaign capital. 
But Hancock and English mean precisely 
and most conspicuously the opposite— 
mean the highest patriotism to the Union 
with the best sound sense on the money 
question. 


But if the Democratic candidates are 
strong in themselves they are still stronger 
in the issues they represent. Republican 
success would mean a popular approval of 
the theft of the Presidency. Such 
approval would inevitably mean an 
invitation to its repetition. Garfleld's 
election would be an endorsement of all 
the frauds and crimes against self-govern- 
ment committed by the Republican party. 
It would mean that a party in power may 
do anything, violate any law to perpet- 
uate itself in power. Haneock’s elec- 
tion will be a condemnation of 
fraud, a vote of want of con- 
fidence in the Republican party and 
a declaration that elections and the will of 
the people must be respected - that the peo- 
ple shall really govern themselves. Han- 
cock's election will decide whether this is 
a true or a sham republic, and whether pop- 
ular self-government is a farce or not. 


The platform is as sound and unassail- 
able as the candidates. The Republican 
press will be sorely troubled to find the 
slightest flaw in it. 

It declares for home rule, hard, honest 
money and a tariff for revenue only, which 
ought tocommend it to all who oppose 
protection and the present infamous tariff. 

It protests against centralization and 
sumptuary laws, which will specially com- 
mend it to the Germans. 

It protests against further Chinese im- 
migration, which will strongly commend it 
in California and Oregon. 

It declares in favor of free schools, of 
civil service reform, of reserving public 
lands to actual settlers, of protecting the 
laboring classes, etc. It will prove to bea 
platform fully worthy of the strong ticket 
that was placed upon it. 


Mr. Tilden’s nomination was an utter 
impossibility. Under no conceivable cir- 
cumstances could he ever have received 
over 200 votes. More than two-thirds! of 
the convention were unalterably convinced 
of the great unwisdom of his candidacy, 
which would have meant certain division 
and defeat. 


The Missouri delegation cast twenty- 
eight of the thirty votes for Gen. Hancock 
in the decisive ballot. The other two 
votes were cast for Senator Bayard by 
Messrs. Given Campbell and Charles Fran- 
cis.

OUR WESTERN CANDIDATE. 

Hon. William H. English, the Democratic 
nominee for Vice-President, is one of the 
foremost men of Indiana. He was born in 
Scott county, that State, August 27, 1822, 
and is, therefore, in his fifty-eighth year. 
He was bred as a lawyer, but in early life 
drifted into politics as a pronounced Dem- 
ocrat. He filled several clerkships around 
the State Legislature and then took a posi- 
tion in the Treasury Department in Wash- 
ington, where he gathered his first exper- 
ience in national politics. He presided 
over the lower branch of the Leg- 
islature one session, and in 1853 was elected 
to Congress. He served continuously until 
1861. In the great contest which grew out 
of the slavery question in Kansas he 
was a striking figure in the House and his 
compromise measure,known as the English 
Bill, was the feature of the Thirty-fifth Con- 
gress. Afterretiring from Congress he gave 
himself up to business affairs, though never 
losing his interest in politics, and succeed- 
ed in amassing afortune which places him 
at the head of the solid men of the State. 
It is remembered that in the dark days of 
Know-Nothingism he was the active, un- 
relenting foegf that treasonable order, and 
by his courageous course endeared himself 
to thinking foreigners of all class- 
es. Although retired from politics 
for nineteen years in the sense of being 
an aspirant for public position, Mr. Eng- 
lish has kept up his relations with his party 
and has at all times been in accord person- 
ally with Hendricks and the Democratic 
leaders of the State. On financial ques- 
tions he has differed at times with the | 


party in Indiana—being a pronounced hard- 
money man—but he has borne himself so 
as to command the good will and respect 
of every voter in the organization. In the 
last Senatorial canvass his name was freely 
used as against Voorhees, but not with his 
consent, a 

Mr. English is a handsome, portly gen- 
tleman, suave in manner aiid in splendid 
state of mental and physical preservation. 
His bearing is pleasing, and the im- 
pression that he makes on those who come 
in contact with himis an agreeable one. 
He is at the head of the largest banking- 
house in Indianapolis, controls the street 
railway lines of the city, and in addition to 
his city real estate is largely interested in 
farm property. His name on the ticket 
makes Indiana as certain for the cause of 
Democracy in November as the iron-ribbed 
State of Missouri.

THE DUNN CASE. 

We published in full yesterday the opin- 
ion of the Court of Appeals in the Dunn 
habeas corpus case, so that, if our con- 
struction of its scope and effect be errone- 
ous, the opinion itself will correct the 
error. We entertain for the Judge who de- 
livered the opinion the highest esteem as a 
man and the greatest respect as a jurist. 
But the Judges of the Court of Appeals 
themselves have held that the object of the 
law in requiring judicial opinions to be in 
writing was that they might be criticised 
and their errors exposed, and they did 
severely comment upon the decision of the 
Supreme Court in the bank cases. If it is 
right for an inferior tribunal to point out 
the errors of its superior, it is surely not 
wrong for public journals to show the 
errors of a judgment which is important in 
its effect upon the whole business com- 
munity. 

This opinion itself not only shows that 
Dunn’s book was his private property and 
that he was fined and imprison- 
ed for refusing to deliver it upon 
the mere command of the committee 
of the House; but the Court takes the 
strange position that, while the statute 
guards the books and papers of a party to 
a case, a witness, who is not a party or in- 
terested, has no rights at all. Call the 
document a sub. duces tecum, or what you 
will, the name is immaterial. That itisa 
naked command to produce the book with- 
out the semblance of any protection to the 
citizen is absolutely certain if this opinion 
islaw. The Fourtéenth Amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States provides 
without any exception that private property 
shall not be taken without due process of 
law and it is not pretended that the pro- 
ceedings against Dunn have even the color 
of a judicial inquiry, nor are they of a ju- 
dicial nature. To say that a man’s private 
books can be taken because he is a mere 
witness—not a party to or interested in the 
case or controversy—that the protection as 
to the examination of books and papers 
mentioned in the statute applies to parties 
only is, we say, with due respect to the 
learning and wisdom of Judge Lewis, not 
the law. If it were, the constitutional 
guarantees as to the books and papers of 
all men and business firms would be mere 
nullilies. 


ABOUT the feeblest opposition that has 
yet manifested itself toward Hancock is 
that of the Cincinnati Commercial. The 


editor professes to admire the General, but 


he is firmly convinced that if elected to the 
Presidency he would fall into the hands of a 
Senatorial cabal and give the country a bad 
administration. Hancock’s training as a 
soldier, the Commercial thinks, would cause 
him to make precisely the same mistakes 
that Grant made. As Hancock does not 
resemble Grant either in habits, modes of 
thought or social inclinations there is not 
the slightest foundation for the fear that 
he would hunt up all the old barracks com- 
panions of his early life, his poor relatives 
and the bummer politicians and quarter 
them on the country simply because a West 
Point man had disgraced himself and the 
country by that sort of thing. Gen Han- 
cock never was a man of loose character 
and Grant never was anything else. That’s 
the difference. There is something to him 
beside the mere executive qualities and 
courage of a great captain. There is no 
more reason for supposing that his army 
life has unfitted him for civil duties than 
there is for thinking that Gen. Garfield was 
spoiled by his brief but magnificent career 
as a warrior. 


Dr. TURNER, of the National Board of

An Interview With the Perennial Candi- 
date for Governor of the Bay State. 


He Believes the Campaign Will Be One of 
Parties, Not of Men. 


General Benjamin F. Butler, of Massachu- 
setts, arrived in this city this morning, en 
route from California, where he has been on a 
pieasure trip with a party of ladies and gen- 
tlemen. He registered at the Lindell Hotel, 
and will leave this evening for Massachusetts. 
A reporter of the PosT- DISPATCH found him in 
parlor 7 of the Lindell. Gen. Butler was seat- 
ed on a chair inhaling the perfumes ot an un- 
lighted fragrant Havana and perusing the 
morning papers. He was dressed in a 
black frock suit with black cravat. 


interviewer, after the preliminary greetings, 
intimated that he would like to bear the Gen- 
era) express his opinion upon the political sit- 
uation, the nominees of the respective parties, 
etc. Gen. Butler did not, however, take kind- 
ly tothe suggestion. ‘‘Sir,’’ he replied, as 
his portiy frame reclined in the comfortable 
chair and manipulating his unlit Havana with 
his lips. lam a private citizen (puff) and 
have no views to express in public.’’ The re- 
agg gently insinuated that the public would 
ike, at any rate, to herr Ben’s views even if 
they were those of a private citizen. The 
General, who had risen from his seat 
and walked to the mantelpiece, said: ‘‘You 
must speak louder, as lam a little deaf.’’

Gen. Butler puffed turiously. He closed his 
left eye meditatively, and after cogitating inthe 
cloudlets of impalpable smoke which sur- 
rounded his massive face, replied:
